the showpiece for the game in this 
country. As such it is competing 
directly with the other major 
sports — such as Rugby League, 
Australian Rules, Rugby, 
Basketball. 

For the past three or four years 
an almost uninterrupted catalogue 
of success at international level has 
lifted the profile of Australian 
soccer enormously. 

The game now holds the ground 
record for the Sydney Football 
Stadium (43,967 for the World 
Cup qualifier against Argentina 
last November), while crowds for 
matches involving the Coca-Cola 
Socceroos, Olyroos (under-23s) 
and Young Socceroos (under-20s) 
have lifted noticeably. Thousands 
of new fans have been drawn to 
the sport by the exploits of our 
national teams. 

Sadly, this booming interest has 
yet to be translated to the national 
league. But at least the ground is 
now fertile enough for this to 


happen. 
How to achieve this translation, 


of course, remains the vexed 
question, Working hard with the 
States to create a viable, 
marketable, second tier for the 
clubs is important. But perhaps 
the crucial issue remains one of 
marketing — how to best promote 
and advertise the league in order 
to draw the thousands of 
uncommitted fans to the games. 


Marketing has always been a 
dilemma for the Australian Soccer 


Federation, not least because it is 
an expensive business. 


Nonetheless there is a growing 
realisation within the ASF that 
until it gets a grip on the 
marketing of the game, then the 
sport’s potential will never be 
realised. 

For the Coca-Cola Soccer 
League, perhaps the best 
advertisement of its worth will be 
a Top Six finals series full of 
excitement, tension, and football of 
the highest order. And thankfully, 
all those ingredients look to be in 
the pot as the 1993-94 season goes 
into its business end with matches 
in Melbourne, Adelaide and 
Sydney over the opening weekend. 

It could hardly have been 
scripted better. The biggest, most 
popular, six clubs in the country 
have managed to fill the play-off 
positions. A promoter’s dream, 
and one which has the ASF 
salivating at the prospect of large 
crowds and gripping contests. 

Already buoyed by the record 
attendances for the-home-and- 
away rounds, there seems no 
reason why more crowd records 
won't be broken during the four 
weeks of the finals. Indeed an 


aggregate haul of over 100,000 
fans is certainly not out of the 
question. 

With no less than 28 past or 
present Coca-Cola Socceroos 
involved in the action, the play- 
offs should live up to expectations. 
And with none of the six clubs 
having been all that impressive, or 
consistent, over the final rounds of 
the premiership, no clear favourites 
for the title have emerged. 

For that reason each game hangs 
on a knife edge, and attacking, 
positive football should be the 
norm, and not the exception. 

The purists’ favourite will be South 
Melbourne — who on their day 
produce the most creative football 
in the country — but the sentimental 
favourites will be either Sydney 
United or Melbourne Knights, the 
only two clubs in the play-offs 
without a title to their name. 

This is a finals series rich in 
promise, and appealing in its 
scope. Given the right response 
from the players, officials, and 
fans, it may finally be the launching 
pad to take the national league on 
to bigger, and better, things.

teve Corica, Mark Viduka and 
Carl Veart — arguably the hottest 
soccer talent in Australia. Each has 
a price tag of $1 million if sold to 
an overseas club. 

The likelihood is that all three 
players will be heading for richer 
pastures after this year’s Coca-Cola 
Soccer League play-offs. But if 
Marconi, Melbourne Knights or 
Adelaide City are to win the 
championship then much will 
hinge on these young guns starring 
for their respective clubs.

Veart has already done it once 
before for Adelaide City when the 
Zebras came through from the 
elimination semi-final to win the 
grand final in the 1991-92 season. 
And during that series, Veart was 
playing with a crook leg but still 
managed to score four goals. 
What's more, he hit a purple patch 
in the latter rounds of this season's 
premiership, scoring 10 goals in 
five games. 

But if the Zebras are to land the 
championship again, it means 
doing it the hard way from fifth 
position and winning four games. 
Even though they finished fifth, 
the Adelaide side is still the one 
that all other teams fear. And why 
not? They boast a backline which 
includes Coca-Cola Socceroos 
Robert Zabica, Tony Vidmar, 
Milan Ivanovic and Alex Tobin. 

Goran Lozanovski has been 
playing out of his skin in the 
midfield and the pace and 


aggression of Veart and his 
forward partner Damian Mori is 
enough to cause headaches for 
opposition defences. While Sydney 
United finished two places above 
the Zebras, Manfred Schaefer's 
young team have the unenviable 
task of meeting Zoran Matic’s 
more experienced side in the first 
stage of playoff games, played over 
two legs. 

Surprisingly, the Crows have the 
wood on Adelaide City but 
Schaefer asks: ‘Can it last? | 
reckon we've struck the hardest 
draw. 

If the Crows are going places in 
the sudden death games then you 
can be sure their stringbean 
goalkeeper Zeljko Kalac will have 
played his part. He has had a 
fantastic season for the Crows. 

So, too, has United's captain Tony 
Popovic, whether it be as a 
stopper or as an attacking 
midfielder. It has been a long time 
between drinks for the Edensor 
Park-based club. 

Could this be the year when the 
Melbourne Knights finally crack 
the big one? They've been in the 
grand final twice in the past four 
seasons, only to lose both times on 
a penalty shoot out. The Knights’ 
confidence is bound to be boosted 
with their young marksman 
Viduka back. 

Interesting that the club should 
rely so heavily on the firepower of 
the 18-year-old striker. The

Knights made a big fuss about his 
being released for Coca-Cola 
Young Socceroo duty in Holland 
last month. He scored 10 goals on 
tour. Naturally he was over the 
moon to return home and discover 
that he had won the CCSL top 
goalscoring award. 

Despite missing the last four 
CCSL premiership matches, the 
V-Bomber, as he is affectionately 
known, won with 16 goals, two 
more than Veart and Sydney 
Olympic’s Ivan Kelic. 

In winning the premiership, 
the Knights scored 59 goals for the 
best attacking record. 

They conceded 24 — four more 
than South Melbourne, who had 
the best defensive record. The 
Knights play a no-nonsense brand 
of soccer. The idea is to get the 
ball quickly to strikers Viduka, 
Adrian Cervinski and Ollie 
Pondeljak. 

Despite his age, captain Joe 
Biskic has had a wonderful season. 
It is remarkable the amount of 
work he gets through. Andrew 
Marth has been a tower of 
strength in midfield. He can 
certainly hit a ball and is so 
dangerous from set pieces. He 
finished with nine goals. Steve 
Horvat is the key to their defence. 

Form in the early part of the 
season suggested that South 
Melbourne would be the team to 
beat. But form over the latter part 
of the season would indicate that 
Souths have to improve to win the 
championship.

Souths scored only one goal in 
the last four league matches and 
that was against the Knights. 

Yet Souths have one of the most 
feared strikers in Francis Awaritefe. 
They have classy midfielders in 
Jason Polak, Paul Trimboli and 
Micky Petersen and two very 
experienced campaigners, Paul 
Wade and Mehmet Durakovic, at 
the back. 

On the weight of experience 
you'd expect Souths to win the 
major semi-final against the 
Knights. 

There’s no better player to watch 
than Corica in full cry. He has 
been carrying the Marconi team 
for most of the season, One man 
who thinks Corica is ready for a 
crack at professional football in 
Europe is Marconi‘s former Italian 
import and midfielder Ermanno 
Pelucchi. 

Pelucchi helped the Fairfielders 
win last year’s grand final. It was 
unfortunate for the club that he 
and coach Frank Arok didn’t see 
eye to eye. Before heading back to 
Italy last month, Pelucchi said he 
rated Corica the best player in the 
national competition. ‘He's such an 
exciting player — fast, excellent 


control and great balance, Pelucchi 
said. 

With a goalkeeper of the quality 
of Mark Schwarzer, it is possible 
that Marconi could go all the way. 
They have scoring power all over 
the field — that’s what makes 
them so dangerous. And to think 
that strikers Andy Harper and 
Kimon Taliadoros have not really 
had the best of seasons. 

One of their most impressive 
wins was in the second round 
against Sydney Olympic. It was 
champagne football at Bossley 
Park that night when Marconi 
thrashed the Blues, 7-1. Don’t 
expect a similar scoreline when 
they meet in the play-offs. The 
Blues now have a different coach, 
Tom Sermanni, Captain Andrew 
Bernal and Kiwi Robert Ironside 
— two of the most experienced 
players — didn’t play in that 
game. 

And midfielder Branko 
Milosevic had a bad dose of the 
flu and really shouldn't have 
played.
